during the winter months when living | 
under cunditions which are largely un- | 
natural, if she is to prove a success- 
ful mother. 

A small portable 8 x 10-ft. cabin | 
in a sheltered location, banked with 
straw and kept well bedded with dry 
clean straw, will provide suitable win- 
ter quarters for two or three sows 
to within, a week or. ten days of tar- 
rawing. At this time it will be neces- 
sary to move the sows to suitable far- 
rowing quarters, which should be 
heated for winter or early Spring lit- 
ters, says W. W. Cram, Dominion ex- 
perimental station, Indian Head, Sask. | 

Exercise’ is essential at all times | 
for the breeding sow and a reasonable | 
amount can be assured by feeding at 
a distance of 100 yards or more from 
the sleeping quarters. 

At breeding time it is desireable 
that the sow should not be in high 
flesh, as sows bred in a rather thin 
condition, but gaining at this time, 
are usually surer breeders and pro- 
duce larger and stronger litters. It 
is necessary, however, that the sow 
be in good condition but not too fat, 


The most welcome news that comes 


is to learn that the Dominion govern- 
ment has decided to eliminate al- 
together existing tariff duties against 
many items of goods and commodi- 
ties coming into Canada from Great 
Britain, and’to lower considerably the 
duties on a number of other items. 
The effect of all this will be to in- 
crease the volume of British goods 
flowing into Canada, to give moré 
Canadian dollars to Great Britain with 
which she can buy more Canadians 


wheat by weight balanced with skim | 
milk or butter-milk, pound for pound 
of meal-fed—or by the addition of five | 
per cent. of tankage to the meal | 
mixture.

LIFE OF SEEDS 


How long do seeds remain alive? 
pa not from ancient Egyptian 
times until now. Reports. of the 
germination of “mummy” wheat are 
called fables by botanists 

The seeds of some plants naturally 
have a long life-span, while the 
seeds of others are very short lived. 
Seeds of some members of the pea 
family may remain viable for over 
100 years, while willow and poplar 
Seeds rarely’ live for more than a 
week under, natural conditions. The 
life-span of any seed is materially 
affected by the conditioris of storage. 

In 1934, a French botanist secured 
20 seeds of the Senna plant from a 
collection made in 1776. These seeds 
were so precious that only two were 
tested. Both germinated after lying 
in a herbarium case for 158 years. 
The same author reports that of ten 
Mimosa seeds 81 years old, five 
germinated. An English botanist ob- 
tained 2.6 percent germination in red 
clover seed 81 years old, It is difficult 
to secure accurate records of seed 
buried in soil. However, a Japanese . 
botanist reports 100 percent gcrmina- 
tion in seeds of the Oriental Lotus 
flower buried for at least 120 years, 

Seeds of wheat,’ oats and barley 
often germinate well until about ten 
years old, after which the percen 
of germination falls off « sharply. 
However, due to adverse conditions 
during ripening .and harvesting, the 
germination of new seed may be low. 
Tt is always wise to make a germina- 
tion test before sowing.

1 cup butter 
Pepper, salt and sage 
_ Have butcher grind very fine the 
‘veal and pork into hamburger. Add 
% teaspoon each of salt, pepper 
and sage and 1 tablespoon melted 
butter, mixing well, Form seasoned 
hamburger into 12 ‘even patties. 
Fasten slice of bacon around each 
kid with Mtg oye Place in 
feased baking dish, and bake’ in 
moderate oven 80 minutes, 

Add onion and green pepper to 
tomato soup. Simmer 10 minutes, 
Cream the flour, a little salt and 
pepper and 1 tablespoon butter. 
Stir into tomato mixture. Cook 
slowly for 15 minutes, stirring to 
prevent scorching. 

Boil macaroni in salted, boiling 
water till tender. Drain and stir 
in remaining butter. Place macaroni 
on hot platter. Garnish it with 
baked meat patties. Pour sauce over 
all and serve hot. Makes 6 gener- 
ous servings. Spaghetti, egg noodles, 
sea shells, etc. may. be substituted 
for macaroni in this recipe. 

Brazil Nut Stuffing 

2 onions 

% cup melted butter 

2 cups sliced Brazil nuts 
Salt and pepper 
Sage or other herbs 

8 cups soft bread crumbs

Sift flour once; measure. Cream 

butter thoroughly, add sugar grad- 
ually, and cream together until 
light and fluffy. Add egg and beat 
well, Add flour, a small amount 
at a time, mixing thoroughly after 
each addition. Add vanilla and 
blend, Shape into 2 rolls, 1% 
inches in diameter, chill overnight 
or until firm enough to slice, and 
cut in thin slices. Or press dough 
through cooky press. Bake on un- 
greased baking sheet in hot oven 
(400° F.) 4 to 5 minutes, or until 
done, Makes 6 dozen cookies.
